1. The proposed charges are equal to the expenses incurred to provide the 

associated services. 

2. The charges and policies set forth in the Appendix to this Order are fair, 

just, and reasonable and should be approved. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1 The charges in the Appendix are approved for services rendered on and 

after the date of this Order. 



2. Within 20 days of the date of this Order, Murray shall file with the 

Commission revised tariff sheets showing the rates approved herein.
